Dispute Over 
the Draft Bill 


Senate Won't Agree 
to Volunteer 
Plan Trial 


WASHINGTON - I/I') - The peace- 


time conscription bill moved on into 
the conference stage Monday with 
senate conferees free—by a 48-to-S 
senate vote—to fight the house amend- 
ment postponing the draft 60 days. 


Senator Admas (Dem., Col.) had 


sought to cement that 60-day delay in- 
to the measure by having the senate 
instruce its conferees to accept it. The 
chamber 
rejected 
this move, and 


voted down, 44 to 23, a proposal that 
the conferees be bound to insist upon 
the senate-approved draft age limits 
of 21 to 30, inclusive. The house fig- 
ures are 21 to 44. 


Thus the draft act reached one of 


the final phases of legislative action. 
Apprival of a conference approved 
measure by each branch sends a bill 
on to the White House.

Students Not 
in District to 
Pay Tuition 


Hope Board to 
Enforce Law on 
Out-of-District 
Students 


Faced by a decline in tax revenue 


and an increase in enrollment the 
Hope School Board voted Monday 
night to enforce strictly the law which 
requires students living in one dis- 
trict but attending school in another 
district to pay tuition where they at- 
tend. 


The law, it was pointed out, has al- 


ways provided that the Hope schools 
should charge tuition to students at- 
tending here from adjoining districts, 
but in past years the law has been 
overlooked at times in order to help 
outside students. 


Tuition Required 


The Hpoc board pointed out Mon- 


day night that the financial omuvgen- 
cy makes it imperative that tuition 
be paid in each and every case this 
school year. 


The board further pointed out tha 


the way to escape tuition is clearlj 
provided by law—consolidation of th 
home district with the Hope school dis 
trict, which will carry over tax rev 
cnuc and students jointly to the Hop 
district. But local finances won't per 
mit taking out-of-district students intt 
the Hope schools without payment, th< 
board said. 


Board Statement 


The board's statement follows: 
"At a meeting of the Hope Schoo 


Board Monday night, business per 
taming to the _pperation of the school 
"for 'ttie ^corning year was ' discussec 
The financial report of 1939-40, as o 
June 30, was submitted. This repor 
reflected that there' had been a de 
cided decrease in local taxes, as shown 
by the audits made over the last ten 
years, and, at the same time, a heavj 
increase in the enrollment of pupils. 


"Since 
this 
condition 
exists, 
i 


makes it mandatory upon the schoo 
board to take action upon all pupil 
attending the Hope schools, but liv 
ing outside the district. 


"A decision was reached that a 


tuition charge of ?4 per month, pai< 
in advance, be made on all pupils 
not residing in the district, or no 
transferred into the district, as o 
September 10. The tuition was fixed 
alter noting from the financial rcpor 
that the district expended ?35 per 
pupil per year for all pupils attend- 
ing its schools last year. 


"It was further decided that no 


new transfers will be granted; but 
districts, or any part of a district, ad- 
jacent to Hope School District No. 1A 
may be consolidated with it at any 
time. After consolidation is effected 
those pupils living in the consolidatec 
district will be admitted to the Hope 
Schools free of charge."

LONDON -W- Wave of German 


air invaders sent harried Londoners 
underground four times in daylight 
Tuesday but up to early Tuesday night 
tlit-rc had been no renewal of de- 
vasling Nazi bombardments. 


The fourth alarm wailed as gather- 


ing dusk brought a new threat of 
deadly night long raids which have 
kept the city's millions huddled in 
shelters each night since Saturday. 


German planes over England Tues- 


day were believed to be scouts sent 
over to determine the havoc done in 
the preceding three night of unpre- 
cedented attack. 


Traffic jam'; as well as alarms were 


caused by 11 lot of the London pop- 
ulace who went to work Tuesday af- 
ter a nine-hour raid Monday night. 


Huge business buildings were de- 


molished by the heaviest of explos- 
ives in the nocturnal raids. Great 
fires were set in warehouses near 
St. Paul's Cathedral. Fleet street, the 
center of the city's newspaper enter- 
prise, was shaken by blasts and ail- 
battles were fought over the houses 
of parliment.

Italians destroyed 84,757 tons of British 
and neutral merchant shipping in the 
week ending September 1, the Bri- 
lish admiralty reported Tuesday, bring 
ing the total for the first year of 
war to 2,771,333 tons.

London's suffering citizenry might 


be cheered to know that the mount- 
ing ferocity of the Nazi air war has 
failed to shake the optimism witli 
which neutral military men as well as 
Lheir own leaders view the outlook 
for Britain. 


The toll of hundreds killed and hom- 


es destroyed in the metropolis and re- 
ports of "super-bombs" and Berlin's 
threats to intensify the raids "ten- 
fold," have obscured but not altered 
greatly the substantial basis for Bri- 
tish hopes of ultimate victory. 


The same American authorities who 


said privately last month the odds 
were even or slightly favored Britain 
are unwilling to shorten them. From 
available evidence the Royal 
Air 


Force remains formidable 
though 


weakened. It appears to be inflicting 
blows that hurt more than Berlin 
is willing to admit. British morale 
continues high. 


British Plan Ahead 


More important to Britain's out- 


look than destruction of huge area 
of London are the preparations to 
IM-ovide the R. A. F. with adequate 
bases beyond London to replace those 
damaged in the southeast. 


It is from these camouflaged, gun- 


•inged and presumably underground 
aases that the defending fighters ap- 
pear now to be taking off in greatest 
numbers to combat raiders. It is from 
them that the British bombers make

Old Bill Dock — And Why, 
Like Jonathan Harrington, 
He's a Hero to Carl Carmer

Bill couldn't have slept very long©-^ 


before an excited voice waked him. 
One of those news fellows was hot 
about something. At first it was hard 
for Bill to get the drift of it but 
when he did he jumped up quick 
enough. Some mean-looking strang- 
ers had landed an airplane on the 
flat meadow that's part of the Wilson 
farm. The foreigners had got'out of 
their plane and be- 
gun to act nasty, 
and pretty soon Bill 
could tell that they 
m e a n t 
business. 


The radio man said 
they had killed off

showed up, and the.

Bill didn't hesit- 


ate after that. Jim 
Anderson and that 
nice wife of his liv- 
ed up on the .Wil- 
son farm.

and their two bright kids. Bill went 
cut to the woodshed and took down 
his shot-gun. When he came back 
through the house he opened the pan- 
try cupboard, found a couple of box- 
es of shells, and stuffed them in 
his pants pockets. Then he went out 
the back door and started across the 
fields toward the Wilson farm. 


A lot of folks made fun of Bill the 


next day. They laughed at him for 
having been taken in by a play-actor 
pretending to be a newsbrodcaster. 
But Bill Dock has been one of my 
beroes ever since that October night. 
I couple his name in my memory 
with that of Jonathan Harrington and 
for a good'reason, 


Jonathan was also asleep one night 


when he heard an excited voice on 
the air. It said a thousand foreign 
soldiers were marching down the 
road to town, and Jonathan got up 
and took his musket and walked out 
to the village green where he found 
John Parker, Bob Monroe, Sam Had- 
le-y, Ike Muzzy and more of his neigh- 
bors. A few hours later Jonathan 
(who 
was much younger then than 


Eill Dock was on the night he set out 
for the Wilson farm) crawled back 


home across the grass with a bullet 
in his belly. He reached his steps 
and died just as his wife came out 
of the door. 


Now the point that I'd like to make 


is that none of Jonathan Harring- 
ton's companions of the fateful morn- 
ing on Lexington village green ever 
attested that Jonathan had said to the 
man who had waked him: "Mr. Re- 
vere, this is obvious propaganda on the 
part of imperialistic moneygbrubbers 
who would sacrifice my life on the 
altar of self interest." 


And as for Bill Dock there is no 


record of his, having said, when he 
started out to,help Jim Anderson on 
the Wilson farm, that 'Jim's ances- 
tors .Jiad established a., greedy _empire 
that was no better tlian it should be, 
and" therefore Jim could . fend for 
himself. We know from what Bill 
did that he ' said nothing to Urn- 
self. Perhaps - the main feeling Bill 
had was that the kind of life he liv- 
ed—work that he liked in the sun 
and talk by night beside the stove, 
trading ideas on running the govern- 
ment with Jim Anderson and Wyatt 
Fenity—was endangered by men who, 
wouldn't let him speak his mind any 
more. 
' 


I'm not saying that Bill and Jon- 


athan did the Wisest thing, possible 
under the circumstances. They had 
no experts to tell them what to do, 
and so they just did the best they 
could. Perhaps they would have act- 
ed more wisely if they had consider- 
ed sending beef or bullets to help 
their neighbors defend 
themselves. 


That question ought to be left to 
men of experience in such things. 


But BIO Dock told the world on 


that autumn evening that the spirit 
of Jonathan Harrington still lives. In 
an age of the questioning of most 
accepted values Bill Dock proved there 
are certain values that are not ques- 
tioned by men of good will—the val- 
ues of home and friendship and a 
free democratic life. 


Fighting among ourselves is one 


proof that we arc not degenerate, 
writes John Steinbeck in the next 
article of (his scries on "Our Coun- 
try."

DETROIT-An attachment for pis- 


tols to remove chance from night 
shooting has been perfected by G. 
Hewlett Davis, a Detroiter, 


The device consists of a small bat? 


tery and light fixed below and par- 
allel to the weapon barrel. When 
lighted it throws a tiny beam. 
A 


bullet will strike the target at the spot 
where the light beam hits'. More than 
that, the bullet will center the light ' 
where two cross hairs in the lens 
meet. 


One of the first to enthuse over the 


Davis invention is Sergeant Mravin 
Driver, coach of the Detroit Police de- 
partment pistol team, internationally 
known for its achievements. 


"It has great possibilities in police 


work , Driver said. "It will take 
chance out of shooting at night. Of- 
ficers searching for prowlers and 
criminals hvae a pistol in one hand 
and flashlight in the other. "Under 
conditions like this, hitting a man with 
a bullet is a matter of chance. No 
policeman will shoot to kill unless 
necessary. 
With the Davis device, 


he won't have to shoot to kill. He 
can fire to cripple his man." 


Driver believes the light also will 


improve marksmanship. 


The device was tested also by' Lieu- 


tenant Claude Broom, head of the 
Detroit polcie training school. 


"I'm not the best shot in the world, 


but I couldn't miss the target when 
I used the attachment," Broom said.

Giant Bombers 


BERLIN—(fl?)—Germany loosed on 


London Sunday her biggost bombing 
planes laden with new "superbombs." 
Both the craft and the explosives are 
of the deadly types reserved exclu- 
sively for Nazi knockout blows on 
special objectives. 


In these new smashes in a concen- 


trated effort to give the English de- 
fenses a paralyzing shock, Germany 
obviously sought a quick showdown 
in the war. Everything indicated that 
the drive would be continued with re- 
lentless fury to the full extent of the 
Reich's powers. 


Whether these heaviest of German 


bombs used so far constitute the 
storied "secret weapon" of Adolf Hit- 
ler was not disclosed. 


(The Nazi shortwave radio in a Ger- 


man language broadcast heard in New 
York by C. B. C. said the newly used 
bombs are so powerful they destroy 
everything within a radius of 1,600 
feet nad "even human lungs cannot 
resist the terrific force of their ex- 
plosion.)

Students Not 
in District to 
Pay Tuition 


Hope Board to 
Enforce Law on 
Out-of-District 
Students 


Faced by a decline in tax revenue 


and an increase in enrollment the 
Hope School Board voted Monday 
night to enforce strictly the law which 
requires students living in one dis- 
trict but attending school in another 
district to pay tuition where they at- 
tend. 


The law, it was pointed out, has al- 


ways provided that the Hope schools 
should charge tuition to students at- 
tending here from adjoining districts, 
but in past years the law has been 
overlooked at times in order to help 
outside students. 


Tuition Required 


The Hpoc board pointed out Mon- 


day night that the financial emergen- 
cy makes it imperative that tuition 
be paid in each and every case this 
school year. 


The board further pointed out that 


the way to escape tuition is clearly 
provided by law—consolidation of the 
home district with the Hope school dis- 
trict, which will carry over tax rev- 
enue and students jointly to the Hope 
district. But local finances won't per- 
mit taking out-of-district students into 
the Hope schools without payment, the 
board said. 


Board Statement 


The board's statement follows: 
"At a meeting of the Hope School 


Board Monday night, business per- 
taining to.the operation of the sghools 
for vthe corfiiflg' year was discussed. 
The financial report of 1939-40, as of 
June 30, was submitted. This report 
reflected that there had been a de- 
cided decrease in local taxes, as shown 
by the audits made over the last ten 
years, and, at the same time, a heavy 
increase in the enrollment of pupils. 


"Since 
this 
condition exists, 
it 


makes it mandatory upon the school 
board to take action upon all pupils 
attending the Hope schools, but liv- 
ing outside the district. 


"A decision was reached that a 


tuition charge of $4 per month, paid 
in advance, be made on all pupils 
not residing in the district, or not 
transferred into the district, as of 
September 10. The tuition was fixed 
after noting from the financial report 
that the district expended $35 per 
pupil per year for all pupils attend- 
ing its schools last year. 


"It was further decided that no 


new transfers will be granted; but 
districts, or any part of a district, ad- 
jacent to Hope School District No. 1A, 
may be consolidated with it at any 
time. After consolidation is effected, 
those pupils living in the consolidated 
district will be admitted to the Hope 
Schools free of charge."

WASHINGTON — (/I1) — The peace- 


time conscription bill moved on into 
the conference stage Monday with 
senate conferees free—by a 48-to-9 
senate vote—to fight the house amend- 
ment postponing the draft 60 days. 


Senator Admas (Dem., Col.) had 


sought to cement that 60-day delay in- 
to the measure by having the senate 
instruce its conferees to accept it. The 
chamber 
rejected 
this move, and 


voted down, 44 to 23, a proposal that 
the conferees be bound to insist upon 
the senate-approved draft age limits 
of 21 to 30, inclusive. The house fig- 
ures are 21 to 44. 


Thus the draft act reached one of

ports of "super-bombs" and Berlin's 
threats to intensify the raids "ten- 
fold," have obscured but not altered 
greatly the substantial basis for Bri- 
tish hopes of ultimate victory. 


The same American authorities who 


said privately last month the odds 
were even or slightly favored Britain 
are unwilling to shorten them. From 
available evidence the Royal 
Air 


Force remains formidable 
though 


weakened. It. appears to be inflicting 
blows that hurt more than Berlin 
is willing to admit. British morale 
continues high. 


British Plan Ahead 


More important to Britain's out- 


look than destruction of huge area 
of London are the preparations to 
provide the R. A. F. with adequate 
bases beyond London to replace those 
damaged in the southeast. 


It is from these camouflaged, gun- 


ringed and presumably underground 
bases that the defending fighters ap- 
pear now to be taking off in greatest 
numbers to combat raiders. It is from 
them that the British bombers make 
their nightly forays against Reich 
cities. 


Geography, numbers and 
several 


other factors make it impossible at 
present for British bombers to in- 
flict the damage that crowded Eng- 
land sufers, but it is fairly certain

It said a thousand foreign 
soldiers were marching down the 
road to town, and Jonathan got up 
and took his musket and walked ou 
to the village green where he fount 
John Parker, Bob Monroe, Sam Had- 
Icy, Ike Muzzy and more of his neigh- 
bors. A few hours later Jonathan 
(who 
was much younger then than 


Bill Dock was on the night he set ou 
for the Wilson farm) crawled back 


lome across the grass with a bullet 
n his belly. He reached his steps 
and died just as his wife came out 
of the door. 


Now the point that I'd like to make 
s that none of Jonathan Harring- 
:on's 
companions of the fateful morn- 


ng on Lexington village green ever 
attested that Jonathan had said to the 
man who had waked him: "Mr. Re- 
vere, this is obvious propaganda on the 
part of imperialistic moneygbrubbers 
who would sacrifice my life on the 
altar of self interest." 


And as for Bill Dock there is no 


record of his. having said, when he 
started out to-help Jim. Anderson on 
the Wilson farm, that 'Jim's ances- 
tors.Jiad; established ,a.,greedy jjmpire 
that~was no better tnan it should be, 
and therefore Jim could. fend for 
himself. We know from what Bill 
did that he ' said nothing to him- 
self. Perhaps the main feeling Bill 
had was that the kind of life he liv- 
ed—work that he liked in the sun 
and talk by night beside the stove, 
trading ideas on running the govern- 
ment with Jim Anderson and Wyatt 
Fenity—was endangered by men who, 
wouldn't let him speak his mind any' 
more. 


I'm not saying that Bill and Jon- 


athan did the wisest thing possible 
under the circumstances. They had 
no experts to tell them what to do, 
and so they just did the best they 
could. Perhaps they would have act- 
ed more wisely if they had consider- 
ed sending beef or bullets to help 
their neighbors defend 
themselves 


That question ought to be left to 
men of experience in such things, 


But Bill Dock told the world on 


that autumn evening that the spirit 
of Jonathan Harrington still lives. In 
an age of the questioning of mosl 
accepted values Bill Dock proved there 
are certain values that are not ques- 
tioned by men of good will—the val- 
ues of home and friendship and a 
free democratic life. 


Fighting among ourselves is one 


proof that we arc not degenerate, 
writes John Steinbeck in the next 
article of this scries on "Our Coun-. 
try."

Light Beams On 
Criminals — Just 
Before Bullet Hits 


By DALE STAFFORD

DETROIT—An attachment for pis- 


tols to remove chance from night 
shooting has been perfected by G> 
Hewlett Davis, a Detroiter. 


The device consists of a small bat- 


tery and light fixed below and par- 
allel to the weapon barrel. When 
lighted it throws a tiny beam. 
A 


bullet will strike the target at the spot 
where the light beam hits. More than 
that, the bullet will center the light, 
where two cross hairs in the lens 
meet. 


One of the first to enthuse over the 


Davis invention is Sergeant Mravin 
Driver, coach of the Detroit Police de, 
partment pistol team, internationally 
known for its achievements. 


"It has great possibilities in police 


work", Driver said. 
"It will tak« 


chance out of shooting at night. Of- 
ficers searching for 
prowlers 
and 


criminals hvae a pistol in one hand 
and flaslUight in the other. "Under 
conditions like this, hitting a man with 
a bullet is a matter of chance. No 
policeman will shoot to kill unless 
necessary. 
With the Davis device, 


he won't have to shoot to kilL He 
can fire to cripple his man." 


Driver believes the light also wil} 


improve marksmanship. 


The device was tested also by' Lieu- 


tenant Claude Broom, head of the 
Detroit polcie training school. 


"I'm not the best shot in the world, 


but I couldn't miss the target when 
I used the attachment," Broom said. 


The device weighs seven ounces and 


is 4e)achable. 
The light is con- 


trolled by a mercury switch and 
does not flash o« until the pistol is 
raised almost parallel with the ground. 


Davis said that he \yorked for two 


years to perfect the device. Strangely 
enough, he is not a shooter. The idea 
came -to him during other experi- 
ments with

WASHlNQTOto - Although .a lot 


of government economists don't quite 
believe It, the best don't-quote-me 
guess of experts close to the defense 
picture is that the defense program 
should open up something like 4,» 
500.000 new jobs before the end of 
1941. 


That guess is based on estimates— 


not yet formally tabulated—of 
the 


number of new Workers that will be 
needed if the nation's Industrial ma- 
chine is to turn out the kinds and 
quantities of things required In thc 
rearmament drive. 


Nor is that all. When a number of 


men go from idleness to steady jobs, 
a somewhat smaller additional num- 
ber of men get jobs in business able 
to expand because the original grbup 
is getting pay checks regularly again. 
Opinions, differ as to the ratio' be- 
tween these two groups; but the same 
statisticians who are figuring on n re- 
employment of 4,500,000 in the defense 
industries arc estimating this re-em- 
ployment will mean jobs for better 
than 3,000,000 others. 


AH of which, if it comes true, would 


be likely to have a profound effect 
on the whole unemployment-and-re- 
lief picture. 


The government does not know ex- 


actly how many jobless people there 
are. 
The U. S. Employment Service 


has 5,700,000 unemployed workers on 
its rolls; probably that doesn't cov- 
er all of them, but opinions differ 
as to the number it leaves out. It

In other words, the country would 


be within reasonable distance of that 
fabled ,long-ngo era in which it could 
honestly be said that any ablebodied 
man who really wanted a job could 
get one. 


Apparently, however, there 
is a 


catch in it. 


Most Unemployed Arc Unskilled 
The reservoir of unemployed con- 


sists mainly of unskilled 
workers. 


Only 
900,000 of those listed with 


the Employment Service, for instance, 
put themselves clown on the books 


as "skilled workers." Many more are 
doubtless semi-skilled; but It is figur* 
eel that half or more of the jobless 
arc men who«e sole qualifications are 
muscle and Willingness. 


Something is being done to remedy 


that situation. The industry-training 
piogram now under way figures to fit 


§00,600 men for skilled-job* within A 
year. That won't take care of all 
the unskilled, however, and thc cur- 
rent belief is 'that. If all of this re- 
employment does take place, a huge 
number of the men who go back to 
work Will have to acquire their new 
skills on the job. This is perhaps 
modified by (he calculation that a 
number of the anticipated new jobs 
won't require high degrees of skill.

Care of Mi Ik 
Is Important 


City Inspector 
Says Core of Milk 
Is Vital 


This is the second of n series of 


four articles by Evnn Wrny, city 
ment nnd milk Inspector, dealing 
with the work being done by (be 
health deportment nnd the neces- 
sary enre for milk. 


By EVAN WltAY 


The prevention of milk infection is 


the most important fcntor of milk 
sanitation, not only as n means of pre- 
venting disease but also as a meas- 
ure which inspires public confidence, 
thereby leading to a higher milk con- 
sumption, a result which all health 
workers desire. 


Milk sanitation then has two ob- 


jectives: the production of safe milk 
and the production of clean milk. 
The essentials toward attaining these 
objectives are given as follows: 


1. Healthy cows. This implies free- 


dom from tuberculosis and other spe- 
cific diseases. All dairy cattle in this 
county have been testing for all dis- 
eases. 


2. Clean and healthy workmen: The 


freedom of dairymen from communi- 
cable disease is of vital importance. 
Each employe is required to have a 
health certificate. 


3. Clean and dustless barn with 


sanitary cow yard and surroundings. 


4. Separate milk house, well con- 


structed, properly screened, and sup- 
plied with pure water. 


5. Effective sterilization and clean- 


liness. 
This applies to pails, cans, 


coolers, and bottles. 


6. Prompt cooling and proper handl- 


ing of milk. This includes milking( 
bottling, capping and delivery. 


AH daries and pasteurizing plants 


are inspected monthly. It is required 
that the grade of milk be placed on 
the bottle cap, thereby tending to 
place the buying of milk upon the 
same basis as most commodities, its 
quality. Grading also has a tendency 
to drive poor milk out of the retail 
market, particularly as people become 
educated.to. the meaning of the dif- 
ferent grades. It also tends to re- 
ward the dairyman who is careful and 
clean and protects him from unfair 
competition of 
the 
unclean, 
care- 


less, and unscrupulous dairyman. 


'Most Christian 
Railroad Hauls Its 
Last Passenger

DUE WEST, S. C.—(/P)—The Due 


West Railway—the "most Christian 
railroad"—has made its last run. 


The line, extending from Donalds 


to Due West, a distance of four miles, 
never ran a train on Sunday during 
its 33 years of existence except on one 
occasion when it took a dying man 
to a hospiUil. 


The Interstate Commerce Commis- 


sion has permitted the abandonment 
of the road which never killed nor 
injured 
an employe, passenger, 
or 


tramp, and never had an accident or 
lawsuit. 


Moreover, the 
line, 
founded by 


staunch Associate Reformed Presby- 
terians here, never knowingly hauled 
a drop of whisky. 


The charter stipulated that the train 


should not be operated on the Sab- 
bath, except in an emergency, and 
that no whisky would be transported. 


An engine formerly used on a New 


York elevated was the road's sole 
motive power. When it reached Don- 
alds the engine was run in reverse to 
to the other end of the line, for there 
was no turntable. 


The engine, nicknamed "Dinky" by 


Erskine College students who once 
rode it, was toned down from its 60- 
mile-an-hour speed after its removal 
to the Palmetto State, in the interest 
of serenity. It weighed 25 tons and 
was heralded far and wide as South 
Carolina's curiosity.

U. S. to Keep 
Military Roads 


Government to 
Toke Over 80,000 
Mile Network 


By JACK STINNETT 


WASHINGTON-H you sec a couple 


of gents measuring the width of a 
state highway, taking grade eleva- 
tions, punching soft-test rods into 
shoulders and measuring the sag in 
old bridges, you'll know that the 
highway is a part of the 80,000-milc 
network of strategic military roads. 


You probably won't seo any such 


gents, because most of the state high- 
way departments already have the 
information. In the next few weeks 
they will be pouring it into the Pub- 
lic Roads administration here for tab- 
ulation and assembly into a report to 
the Army and the National Defense 
commission. 


Out of that report, with recom- 


mendations from the President and 
action from Congress, our strategic 
military highway network may be 
improved and repaired. 
But don't 


let anybody tell you that at the mo- 
ment there is any wholesale plan to 
make super-highways out of every 
wagon track—or even any national de- 
fense plans to "super" highways that 
aren't already "supered." 


Must Support Tnnks 


About the only military roads that 


will be built immediately arc those 
which lead from the main arteries or 
cities to new military and naval estab- 
lishments. 
In mileage, these roads 


probably will be negligible. It is like- 
ly they will be built with an eye to 
modern mechanical warfare—wide and 
strong enough to accommodate the 
licavy tanks and new heavy gun car- 
riages. 


The 80,000-milc network was worked 


out by the Army and the Public 
Roads administration. It spidcrwcbs 
over every state, with cast-west and 
north-south arteries tying together 
the coast lines and the bordcds and 
giving claer outlets from industrial 
centers to military cantonments and 
naval supply bases. 


Bridge Boom Likely 


Much of it .according to prelim- 


inary surveys, would be satisfactory 
lor military use levcn now. 
The 


principal difficulties arc gaps of poor 
road that link some of the better high- 
ways and about 2,000 bridges that are 
far from adequate for passage of new, 
heavier military equipment. 


It looks to this unexpert eye as if 


the bridge building business is in for 
a boom. If there arc 2,000 wobbly 
jridges that need reinforcing or re- 
placement, that means a heap of 
new spans, even if some of them are 
no more than glorified culverts. 


Not All at Once 


What effect the survey and sub- 


sequent recommendations will have on 
the country's highway system can- 
not be predicted now. But you can 
skip the idea that we are going to 


have In the near future 80,000 miles of 
highways that will match the 1,900- 
mile four-lnne, oarth'dlvlded auto- 
bahnen of Germany, • 


We already have more autobahnen 


here than that and we'll probably 
have still more, but it would take 
years to super-highway the whole 
network and make adequate fdederS 
out of all the horse and buggy roads 
that lead Into It.
